rated by Postmaster-General Hays. 
Reforms in the postal savings Sys- 
tem necessary to this end are under 
consideration by the board of direc- 
tors, including the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon, Atty.-Gen. Daugherty, Gov. 
Harding of the Federal Reserve 
Board, members of the House and 
Senate Postoffice committees, bank- 
ers and others. 

Ameen the important reforms 
suggested, Mr. Hays said today, were 
the increase in interest rate from 
2 to 3 per cent, the depositor to 
receive interest on funds held less 
than one year, compensation of 
fourth class postmasters for han- 
diing the business in order to in- 
crease the number of offices receiv- 
ing deposits, the placing of the 
funds in local banks, and a more 
liberal arrangement by which de- 
positary banks may qualify. 

Treatment of depositors in the 
past, according to Mr. Hays, 
amounted almost to fraud. With 
$161,000,000 on @eposit last year 
from 508,000 depositors and with the 
law providing that 2 per cent in- 
terest be paid, the government paid

NOT BY DICTATION, 

Tt t emphatically government by 
understanding and not government 
by dictation. In the give and take 
of laet night's discussions, the Presi- 
dent lost some of his contentions 
just as the Senators lost some of 
their's. 

An outstanding feature of the oc- 
casion is the fact that much against 
his will, the President was convinced 
that it is impractical for the Senate 
to pases soon the bill which the 
President so earnestly desires grant- 
ing authority to the executive to 
proceed with the refunding of the 
foreign war debt. An agreement 
was reached that this bill will not 
be passed by the Senate until after 
the proposed Congressional recess 
which is planned to terminate on 
September 12. 

Here is another instance where 
the irreconcilable Senator Borah 
again scores In the matter of admin- 
istration policy. Senator Borah op-

Plan to Build Foreign Business and Cement Oversea 
Friendships. 


BY CHAPIN HALI. 


Foreign trade cannot be bullt up except upon a basis of confidence, 
equity and understanding. 

Cancellations, claims or rejections of merchandise at destination hes 
been the oft-repeated experience of American merchants trading in for- 
eign lands—an experience that has inflicted wounds which are sti!) smart- 
ing. 

Tn the opinion of Maurice Carasse, a foreign trade adviser closely 
identified with the well-organized effort to build up Los Angeles’ overseas 
business, this condition is In part responsible for the decrease in our ex- 
ports and also explains why American merchants are not anxious te grant 
the long terms of credit which foreign merchants desire. 

The faith of cur merchants has been deeply shaken, he saya and ft 
is perhaps due to this loss of confidence, as much as te any ether eco- 
nomic cause, that our foreign commerce has éecreased. 


COMMERCE CHAMBER AT WORK ON PROBLEM.

“Chambers of commerce and other business men's associations fn 
this country and abroad should be urged to establish, under their respec- 
tive auspices, arbitration, mediation and conciliation committees whose 
functions will be to take in hand and dispose, if possible, by means of 
arbitration, mediation, conciliation and negotiation or mora! pressure the 
Gifferences and disputes referred to them by sister institutions or even 
by individuals. 

“It ie my belief that ff the purchaser of merchandise were to un- 
_Gertake the examination of his purchase and the supervision of its pack- 
ing through accredited agencies in the locality where the purchase is 
made or the merchandise shipped, thus eliminating fault-finding at des- 
tination in foreign lands, individual merchants would not hesitate to se!!

There is practically no com- 
plaint against the quality of Amerti- 
ean canned goods, most of which is 
sold by agents, but prices are con- 
sidered too high. 

The Dutch markets are well sup- 
plied with both dried and canned 
peaches, pears, apricots and plums. 
Dried meet with especially 
good demand in Denmark, notably 
prunes and apricots, half pears and 
evaporated ring apples from Calli- 
fernia. 

The Norwegian market for dried 
and canned goods is also very food. 
Fruit is scarce in Norway, and 
dried fruite are especially popular. 


and dried fruit is temporarily cut 
off in Sweden. Some time ago 
speculators flooded the country with 
beth dried and canned fruits, which 
were originally intended for Fin- 
land. The Finnish markets, huw- 
ever, did not materialize and as a 
result, Sweden is flooded with dried 
and canned fruits in good condi- 
tion, selling at less than cost.

The Literary 
Digest devotes an entire page to «a 
description of the telephotographic 
process in its issue for July 9390, 
which will be on sale Saturday in 
Los Angeles. 

The Boston Sunday Globe of July 
17 devotes a half page to a discus- 
sion of The Times’ feat, comment- 


achievement in telegraphing pictures 
ie the story of the latest stride in 
the romance of journalism.” Other 
periodicals likewise have given con- 
siderable space to an explanation of 
the telephotograph and to specula- 
tion as to ita further development. 

Show! the original and The 
Times’ te Phic reproduction of 
the photograph of Dempsey stand- 
ing tensely over the prostrate Car- 
pentier, the Literary Digest intro- 
duces as follows in ite own words 
an account of the process 
from The Times: 

“DIGESTS” COMMENT. 

“A Dempsey-Carpentier picture. 
taken at 23:30 on the afternoon of 
July 2, was published in the Los An- 

eles Times on the morning of July 
. The photograph was transmitted 
some 3300 miles in a little over three 
hours, and came out very little the 
worse for wear after ite long. fast 
journey.

original photograph may be pro- 
duced, at any distance, almost as 
fast as the code can be sent forward 
long-distance  tele- 
wireless. 

“The method, sald to be extreme- 
ly atmple, is declared by The Times 
to be capable of great refinement 
over the firet resulta, shown in the 
ictures reproduced on this page. 
ut even these pictures, we are told, 
are ‘incontestable proof that pictures 
can be sent by telegraph as easily 
as can ordinary English.” 

CALLED NEARLY PERFECT. 
After reproducing the code num- 
ber used to transmit the pictures, 
accompanied by a line drawing and 


a copy of The Times’ telegraphed 
copy of the original fight picture, 
the Boston Sunday Globe says: 
“The Times of a later date printed, 
side by side, the original photo- 
graph and the sent-by-wire repro- 
duction here shown. The differences 
are so slight that a careful study is 
needed to discover them; to the 
cursory reader they look like the 
same photograph printed twice.” 
This remarkable faithfulness of 
the copy to the original caused the 
editor of the Ventura Post to ob- 
serve: “The only difference between 
the telegraphed photographs and the 
originals, judging by the Angeles 
Times’ experience with the Demp- 
Sa pictures, is that the 
telegraphed ones are somewhat 
clearer, better outlined and more 
convincing.”
